- 1979. Edited by L. Kong Meng, Check *.

This ia an enthusiostie nervously written 
but noble protest against the anjust troat- 
ment accorded to Chinese in Australia. The 
writers begin their argument by pointin 
out héw China was forced into the comity o: 
nations by treaties ‘compelling tho Chinese 
Governuient to open up the Celestial: Empire 
to foreign enterprise but implying also reci- 
proaity of treatment to Chinese emigranta to 
foreign countries. They next point to the 
treatment actually accorded to Chinese in ~ 
Australia by . Englishmen, who, entirely 
ignorant of China, its government, literature, 
language. and civilisation, and forgetful of 
the fact that China had reached a very high 
stage of civilisation when Britain was poo~ 
pled by naked savages, .and that its Confue . 
cian ethies compare favourably. with Chriss 
tianity, stigmatize cvery Chinaman as an 
ignorant pagan or filthy barbarian, chase 
Chinese miners from tha. goldfields, force 
steamboat companies to diemiss their Chinese 
employés, and say to the Chineso in ‘effect 
“you must not earn o livelihood by hawking . 
or by hand{orafts in these colonies; you 
must leave off cultivating gardens and fabri- 
cating farniture; you must either. starve 
bog, steal or vanish.” Now whilst warmly: ~- 
eympathizing with the Chinese -sufferors in. 
this confliot of races and trade interests, wo 
cannot shut our eyes to the foot that there 
underlies all the arguments of this pamphlet 
one great fallacy, Tho authors demand - 
reciprocity of treatment. Now grantinge-- 
for argument’s sake, that Chineso had been 
forbidden to work mines. in Australia, that 
they had beon prevented buying land or 
acquiring property in ‘the interior, that they 
were not allowed to compete by hawking, 
gardening, and various handicrafts with 
native Anstralion enterprise, are the authors ~ 
of the pamphlet unaware that foreigners in 
China have no. such privileges accorded to 
them? All the Treaty allows is residettco 
‘and trade in certain porta within a limited 
radius of each, beyond which radius a 
European may travel indeed but'he may not 
purchase an inch of ground, he has no right 
to build houses or acquire other property,- 
let alone his engaging in competition with 
native enterprise. China is not open yet to 
foreigners>as Australia and California and 
all other countries really are open to.Chineses 
China has not yet entered into the comity of 
nations either of her own free will or by - 
force of compulston, and although we sin« 
cerely deplore the treatment accorded to 
Chinese in Australia and California, yet we~ 
think that, asa matter of reciprovity and 
i ional right, Chinese have no_basis 
for their demand to be admitted to all the 
privileges of citizenship in foreign countries,

THE AFGHAN WAR. 


. A special telogram from Kandahar to a 
contemporary gives the following account 
of the Inte attack on Genoral Biddulph’s 
rear-guard, 

-A smort affair took place on the 26th at 
Rushde-i-Nakhud, half-way betweon this. 
and Girishk, resulting in thedeath of Major 
Roynolds, 8rd Sind Horse. Colonel Mal- 
colmeon of that regiment, with 90 sabros 
and two companies Of 2nd Beluchces, form- 
ing the rear guard of Genoral Biddulph’s 
division, was attacked in'the afternoon by 
a body of tribesmen from Zamindawar, who 
came on, banners flying and in compact 
order. ‘The attacking force is given at 
1,400 to 2,000 Alezai Duranis. Stables 
were just over, and the Beluchees were 
cooking dinners whon the alarm was given. 
Our men quickly saddled up, and fell in, 
the cavalry on theleft, The enemy came 
on steadily. In spite of aheavy firo from 
Enfields, our cavalry charged and broke 
them up into’small parties, which retreated 
fighting desperately. The pursuit was con- 
tinued as far asthe nature of the ground 

ermitted, Major Reynolds reccived a 
fullet early in the fight, but yet led his 


{squadron to the charge till histhorse fell in 


an ‘irrigation channel, and he was cut up 
before he could disengage himself. Fivo 
of our sowars wero killed and 20 wounded, 
Colonel Malcolmson was slightly wounded

HIGH COURT OF - JUSTICE, Far. 20. 
QUEEN’S BENCH DIVISION. 
(Sittings in Banco, béfore the Lono Ciner 
Jusrics and Mr Justice Mettor ) 

PROVAND V. LANGTON AND ANOTHER. 

This was the caso rccontly tried at great 
length before the Lord Chief Baron in the 
Exchequor Court—an action against a firm 
of manufacturers for supplying cotton gooda 
in an unmerchantable state, by reason, as 
was alleged, of improper sizing, ~ which 
caused mildew, The jury after a protracted 
tilal found in favour of tho plaintiff for 
damagea to the amount of £1,678 ; and this 
was an application upon the part of the 
defendanta for a new trial, on the ground 
that the verdict was against evidence. 

Mr Hoarschell, Q. C., now moved, on the 
part of the defendants, for a rule to sot 
aside’ the verdict, and for a new trial, on 
the ground that the verdict was against the 
welght of eviderce. -The action, he said, 
was not for sizing the goods, for the plaintiff 
knew they would be heavily sized, but for 
their being so mildowed as -to be un- 
merchantable, in consequence of the sizing. 
He urged that the microscope failed to 
discover any trace of the fungoid growth 
which conetituted mildew; that. the 
plaintiff's oxperiments. were fallacious, and 
that those for the defendants showed that 
there was no mildew, but only diao lor. 
ation that was caused by the plaintifi’s 
own packing of the gooda—a packing in 
tarpaulin, ; 

The Lord Chief Justice asked whether 
the Lord Chiéf Baron was satisfied with 
the verdict. P 

Mr Horschell said there could be no 
doubt of it, for he bad largely contributed 
to it, by telling the jury that the experl- 
ment made by Professor Thompson—s wit- 
ness for the plaintiff~-afforded them ashort 
cut to a. conclusion in his favour (the ox: 
periment os to tho transmission of tho 
alleged mildew to other cloth, and its sub 
sequent growth thereon) ; though the ex- 
periment, after all, waa fallactoua, for it 
only showod & mere aprend of the discolora- 
tion, -

W. $ N., making about-104 knots an hour.

the helm of the Voorwaarts wasported, and 
the manthead and red lights of the Jhedive 
brought on the port. bow in a poaition to 
pasa clear on the port side, but the Khedive 
altered her course, showing her green light, 
‘and rendering a collision imminent, The 
helm of the Voorwaarts was then pub hard. 
aport, her whistle blown, and her engines 
ordered to be stopped, but the Khediia, came 
into collision with the port bow of the Voor- 
waarts, damaging ber #o much that she had 
to be run ashore toprevent ber from sinking, 
The Khedive is a screw steamship of 8,741 
tons, and is owned by the Penlnaular and 
Oriental Stdam Navigution Corapany; and 
was bound from Ceylon for Penang, with a 
general cargo, As was alleged, she was 
making about 114 knots an hour, heading 
B, gn, Tho white ight of the Poorwaarta
